BLEED THROUGH 


RED CROSS URGES 
CARE T0 PREVENT 
FOREST FIRES 


Terming the next few months 
a danger period for forest fires 
in the Southeast, Mr, Dove 
Johnson, Disaster chairman of 
the West Coffee County Chap- 
ter, American Red Cross, today 
warned local citizens to use 
caution in handling fire in 
wooded areas, 

He listed five rules to use in 
forest fire prevention: 

1. Break every match into— 
pinch until cold; crush out 
thoroughly your cigarette, cigar, 
and pipe ashes, 

2. Stop to smoke in safe places 
and in automobile use the ash 
tray. 

8. Build camp fires in safe 
places; drown them with water 
or smother in with dirt before 
|leaving, Be sure the last spark 
iis out. 

4. Before burning brush or 
iclearing fields, plow a safety 
|line; have help on hand; don’t 
burn fields in dry windy wea- 
ther; be sure the last spark is 
out before leaving. 

5, Kill small fires; report oth- 
ers immediately to the nearest 
forest ranger or fire warden. 

Mr. Johnson issues a plea for 
public cooperation in  forth- 
coming national, state, and local 
forest fire prevention programs. 

It is never too early to begin 
thinking of adequate fire pre- 
vention in Coffee County. The 
West Coffee County Chapter, of 
the American Red Cross is vita- 
lly interested in forest fire pre- 
vention as a means of presery- 
ing America’s natural beauty, 
its watersheds, wildlife, and 
timber crops, he concluded.

This conclusion is based on 
four years results from an ex- 
periment at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station near Headland. In this 
test were compared the effects 
on cotton yields from lupine 
turned under and from commer- 
cial nitrogen. 

Cotton following lupine turn- 
ed under produced 636 more 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
than cotton fertilized with 300 
pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda, J. P. Wilson, substation 
superintendent, said in summa- 
rizing the four years results. 

The experiment included 
three plots, each of which was 
fertilized with 600 pounds per 
acre of an 0-8-8. On one plot, 
no nitrogen was applied; on a 
second plot, 300 pounds per acre 
of nitrate of soda was added, 
and on the third plot, no nitro- 
gen was applied but the cotton 
followed a crop of lupine turn- 
ed under. The average yield of 
seed cotton per acre for the 
four years, 1943-46, was: 351 
pounds from the plot getting no 
nitrogen; 994 pounds from the 
plot getting nitrate of soda; and 
11,630 pounds from the plot on 
'which the cotton followed a 
crop of lupine. 

With cotton at 30 cents a 
pound, the lint value of the cot- 
ton following lupine would be a- 
bout $66 more per acre than 
that getting commercial nitro- 
gen; at 20 cents a pound, this 
difference would be $44; and at 
10 cents, it would amount to $22 

The lupine was planted at 
the rate of 100 pounds of seed 
per acre immediately after the 
cotton was picked. Out-of- 
pocket cost for seeding at this 
rate last fall was $6.50 per acre 
whereas the 300-pound applica- 
tion of nitrate of soda this snr- 
ing cost $9 per acre, Wilro.

Soil Conservation

He practices what he preaches 
is one of the many reasons why 
D, H. James, Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors of the Wire 
grass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict is a leader in the soil con- 
servation movement in Coffee 
County. Farming is not his chief 
business, and the actual work is 
done by tenants, but. Mr. James 
spends enough time on the 
farm to see it is kept productive 
and free from erosion. 

When Mr. James talks to a 
farmer friend about kudzu, seri- 
cea, pine trees, pasture, blue lu- 
pine, and canes for fishing poles 
he is often relating his own ex- 
periences. Cover crops such as 
oats and lupine have become a 
habit on his farm, and lupine 
seed for planting 30 acres are 
already in the barn awaiting 
peanut digging. 

Kudzu, sericea, and pine trees 
have tied down the steep land, 
and the kudzu and sericea are 
being used for suplemental gra- 
zing. Branch bottoms are still 
being cleared for pasture, and 
mowing pastures to control the 
weeds is a must on Mr. James 
farm. 

While he maintains that 
farming is a gamble, Mr. James 


will also tell you that diversifi-, 


cation and good soil conserva- 
tion practices, such as- he- is 
using on his farm, will go a 
long way in lessening the odds 
in favor of the farmer.

Public Library 
Serves Elba For 


Eleven Years 


Loaned Books To 
1200 Patrons 
Last Year 


It was back in April, 1936 that 
the members of the Elba Study 
Club first conceived the idea of 
a library for Elba. The need of 
a library had been apparent for 
many years but efforts to get 
one started had failed because 
of lack of funds, 

The Study Club took theadm?® 
rary as a project, however, . 
Started with a book shower. 
Hach member contributed books 
she had on hand and a library 
was set up in the living room 
of one of the members. 

The stock of books was small 
and the inconvenience of hav- 
ing it in a private home was 
great but the idea of having a 
library was growing. On Sep- 
tember 14, 1936, the books were 
moved to the City Hall and have 
been kept there continuously 
since that time. The members of 
the Elba Study Club and the 
Three-In-One Club served as 
Librarians for several months. 

In December, 1936, the Elba 
Study Club secured an NYA pro- 
ject with one librarian and op- 
erated under this project until 
December, 1939, 

In March, 1937, the City of El- 
ba bought a bankrupt stock of 
books in Montgomery. The City 
and the Study Club then com- 
bined their stocks of books and 
the city granted the library a 
space in the City Hall. The City 
also made an appropriation to- 
ward the financing of the lib- 
rary. The Study Club continued 
to manage the library, hired a 
\librarian and raised money to

brarian’s salary and other ex-" 
ee 

On December 13, 1939, a WPA 
Project was secured by the lib- 
rary. However, this project was 
discontinued in April, 1943, and 
the library has been financed 
entirely by the Clubs, indivi- 
duals and the City. 

Under the new set-up the lib- 
rary continued to grow and ser- 
ve an ever increasing number of 
patrons. The club put on an an- 
nual Halloween Carnival to 
raise more money and until the 
present time has _ furnished 
money on which the library has 
operated. 

The Elba Library has won the 
distinction of being awarded the 
Thomas M. Owen Loving Cup of 
the Sixth District of Federated 
Clubs on two occasions for its 
outstanding work in Library Ex- 
tension Service. 

The library now has some 4,- 
000 volumes at the disposal of 
all persons in this territory and 
last year loaned books to more 
than 1200 people. This service is 
a valuable one, and Elba should 
well be proud of its library.

Asks Company To

National Labor Relations 
Board Wxaminer John H, Hadie 
jade his recommendations this 
week in tue hearing conducted 
here early in June in the case of 
Dorsey ‘lrailers and the United 
Auto Workers union. The hear- 
iny was conducted here and in 
Dothan as a result of a comp- 
laint fiied against the company 
by the union, 

Tne union charged unfair la- 
bor practices and charged that 
the company( 1) locked out its 
employees May 7 and November 
19, 1946; (2) refused to reinstate 
Jim Nevels, Ben Logan and 
Leavy Boutwell; (3) discharged 
Henry Stephens, and; (4) Laid 
off Leavy Boutwell for three 
days. ‘The union charged that 
action taken against each of 
these employees was because of 
his membership in and activities 
on behalf of the union and of 
their concerted activities. The 
union claimed that at all times 
since November 22, 1946 a ma- 
jority of the plant employees 
had designated the union as 
their bargaining agent and that 
the company had refused to re- 
cognize and bargain with them 
and that the company had in- 
terferred with, restrained and 
coerced its employees in the ex- 
ercise of their rights. 

The findings and recommen~ 
dations as we understand them 
are listed below: 

Layoff of Boutwell 

On January 1, 1946, a gang of 
employees worked on a constru- 
ction job. They, signed waivers 
on holiday time and half-time 
and were paid straight time. 
The next day Boutwell discussed 
the possibility of feting a grie- 
vence for overtime with the em- 
ployees. This discussion took 
place during working time and 
Boutwell was laid off for solicit- 
ing grievence during working 
hours. 

Mr. Eadie terms this a harsh 
union. The final complaint was 
disciplinary measure but says 
the union grievance procedure 
was not used and recommend- 
ed dismissal of the complaint. 

Alleged Lockout in May 1946 

In April of last year the com- 
pany adopted a no-smoking rule 
after a fire had damaged the 
plant. Shortly after the rule 
went into effect Winfred Rob- 


bins was disciplined for its vio-- 


lation. Ben Logan instructed 
James Nevels to blow the plant 
whistle and stop the work. The 
employees then walked out of 
the plant in protest of the dis- 
ciplinary action, The next day 
they offered to return to work. 
The company considered the 
walkout an act of defiance and 
countered by laying off all em- 
ployees for the remainder of the 
week, 

Mr. Eadie says the union had 
ample coverage in their con- 
tract to take care of such occa- 
sions but at the time did not see 
fit to exercise their rights and 
recommends dismissal of the 
complaint. _ 

Alleged Lockout in Nov. 1946 

On November 19, 1946 the un- 
ion called two strike votes be- 
cause of unsettled grievances. 
The night shift voted to strike 
but a later vote of all employees 
went against a strike. The night 
shift reported to work too late 
and were told there would be 


no work since they weren’t there |

The new Motor Vehicle Res- 
ponsibility Law which went into 
effect two weeks ago was de- 
signed primarily, the governor 
said, ‘to protect the public from 
reckless and drunken drivers’.

|o00 financial responsibility will

Farmers in southeastern Ala- 
bama may obtain yields ol cov- 
ton irom home-grown nitrogen 
by planting and turning under 
good crops of blue lupine than 
from store-bought 
commercial nitrogen, used at 
the usual rates, 

This conclusion is based on 
four years results from an ex- 
periment at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station near Headland. In this 
test were compared the effects 
on cotton yields from lupine 
turned under and from commer- 
cial nitrogen. 

Cotton following lupine turn- 
ed under produced 636 more 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
than cotton fertilized with 300 
pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda, J. P. Wilson, substation 
superintendent, said in summa- 
rizing the four years results. 

The experiment included 
three plots, each of which was 
fertilized with 600 pounds per 
acre of an 0-8-8, On one plot, 
no nitrogen was applied; on a 
second plot, 300 pounds per acre 
of nitrate of soda was added, 
and on the third plot, no nitro- 
gen was applied but the cotton 
followed a crop of lupine turn- 
ed under. The average yield of 
seed cotton per acre for the 
four years, 1943-46, was: 351 
pounds from the plot getting no 
nitrogen; 994 pounds from the 
plot getting nitrate of soda; and 
1,630 pounds from the plot on 
cotton followed a 
crop of lupine. 

With cotton at 30 cents a 
pound, the lint value of the cot- 
ton following lupine would be a- 
bout $66 more per acre than 
that getting commercial nitro- 
gen; at 20 cents a pound, this 
difference would be $44; and at 
10 cents, it would amount to $22 

The lupine was planted at 
the rate of 100 pounds of seed 
per acre immediately after the 
cotton was picked. Out-of- 
pocket cost for seeding at this 
rate last fall was $6.50 per acre 
whereas the 300-pound applica- 
tion of nitrate of soda this spr- 
acre, Wilo.

measure, the house virtually kil- 
led a resolution of Rep. E. L, 
Roberts of Gadsden which call- 
ed for a convention to rewrite 
the state constitution. The pro- 
posal was in effect a reappor- 
tionment bill, designed to shift 
the present legislative represen- 
tation in the legislature. 

The house also voted down by 
49 to 34 a bill sponsored by Rep, 
J. J. Benford :of Albertville 


which would give each of the 67 
counties a senator. Arguing for 
the measure, Rep. W. A. Burnett 
of Lauderdale told the House 
members that Alabama one day 
is going to have a constitutional 
convention and in a way you 
don’t want it, The lid’s going to 
blow off, he said. 

By a vote of 73 to 5 the house 
increased the age at which a 
person can obtain a driver’s li- 
cense from 15 to 16 years. 

The senate spent most of the 
week hearing the journal read 
in aneffort to curtail action on 
the tractor gasoline tax refund 
bill and on the $40,000,000 high- 
way bond issue. Wednesday the 
upper chamber met until mid- 
night, but even then failed to 
iron out a solution on the trac- 
tor controversy. 

The Senate was bogged down 
by the reading of the journal 
which was demanded by those 
seek to delay a vote on the trac- 
tor gas refund bill. After pass 
ing an entire day of nothing but 
reading the journal, Sen. Paul 
Hooten of Randolph said the 
senators ‘should stop spending 
the public’s money and go home 
if they don’t intend to 
work,’ and added that the ‘Sen- 
ate has accomplished exactly 
nothing ‘here today.’ Advocates 
of the bill stated they had am- 


ple votes to pass thé bill if it 
ever got to the floor for a vote. 
‘ Other groups in the senate 
favored the reading of the jour- 
nal to delay action of the re- 
apportionment bill and the $40,- 
000,000 bond issue for highways. 

The house approved by 69 to 
14 a constitutional amendment 
authorizing the legislature to 
call itself into special session 
upon written approval of three- 
fifths of its membership. The 
amendment was passed earlier 
in the week by the senate and 
now goes to the voters for their 
approval. The governor has no 
veto power over it, since it is a 
constitutional amendment and 
only the people can decide its 
fate. 

The house also voted the State 
Highway Patrol the right to 
spend $300,000 from its receipts 
over and above the $1,100,000 
included in the general appro- 
priation bill passed earlier in 
the session.

When Mr. James talks to a 
farmer friend about kudzu, seri- 
cea, pine trees, pasture, blue lu- 
pine, and canes for fishing poles 
he is often relating his own ex- 
periences. Cover crops such as 
oats and lupine have become a 
habit on his farm, and lupine 
seed for planting 30 acres are 
already in the barn awaiting 
peanut digging. 

Kudzu, sericea, and pine trees 
have tied down the steep land, 
and the kudzu and sericea are 
being used for suplemental gra- 
zing. Branch bottoms are | still 
being cleared for pasture, and 
mowing pastures to control the 
weeds is a must on Mr. James 
farm. 

While he maintains that 
farming is a gamble, Mr. James 


will also tell you that diversifi- | 


cation and good soil conserva- 
tion practices, such as- he- is 
using on his farm, will go a 
long way in lessening the odds 
in favor of the farmer.

The stock of books was small 
and the inconvenience of hav- 
ing it in a private home was 
great but the idea of having a 
library was growing.

space in the City Hall. The City 
also made an appropriation to- 
ward the financing of the lib- 
rary. The Study Club continued 
to manage the library, hired a - 


\librarian and raised money to 


COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE ; 


defray the remainder of the li- 
brarian’s salary and other ‘ex- 
penses. 

On December 13, 1939, a WPA 
Project was secured by the lib- 
rary. However, this project was 
discontinued in April, 1943, and 
the library has been financed 
entirely by the Clubs, indivi- 
duals and the City. 

Under the new set-up the lib- 
rary continued to grow and ser- 
ve an ever increasing number of 
patrons. The club put on an an- 
nual Halloween Carnival to 
raise more money and until the 
present time has _ furnished 
money on which the library has 
operated. 

The Elba Library has won the 
distinction of being awarded the 
Thomas M. Owen Loving Cup of 
the Sixth District of Federated 
Clubs on two occasions for its 
outstanding work in Library Ex- 
tension Service. 

The library now has some 4,- 
000 volumes at the disposal of 
all persons in this territory and 
last year loaned books to more 
than 1200 people. This service is 
a valuable one, and Elba should 
well be proud of its library.

RECOWIMENDS DISMISSAL OF CASE IN 


SIX OF EIGHT CHARGES LISTED 


Asks Company To 
Offer Discharged 
Men Jobs, Pay 


National Labor Relations 
Board Wxaminer John H, Hadie 
jade his recommendations this 
week in tue hearing conducted 
here early in June in the case of 
Dorsey ‘lrailers and the United 
Auto Workers union. The hear- 
iny was conducted here and in 
Dothan as a result of a comp- 
laint fiied against the company 
by the union, 

Tne union charged unfair la- 
bor practices and charged that 
the company( 1) locked out its 
employees May 7 and November 
19, 1946; (2) refused to reinstate 
Jim Nevels, Ben Logan and 
Leavy Boutwell; (3) discharged 
Henry Stephens, and; (4) Laid 
off Leavy Boutwell for three 
days. ‘The union charged that 
action taken against each of 
these employees was because of 
his membership in and activities 
on behalf of the union and of 
their concerted activities. The 
union claimed that at all times 
since November 22, 1946 a ma- 
jority of the plant employees 
had designated the union as 
their bargaining agent and that 
the company had refused to re- 
cognize and bargain with them 
and that the company had in- 
terferred with, restrained and 
coerced its employees in the ex- 
ercise of their rights. 

The findings and recommen~ 
dations as we understand them 
are listed below: 

Layoff of Boutwell 

On January 1, 1946, a gang of 
employees worked on a constru- 
ction job. They, signed waivers 
on holiday time and half-time 
and were paid straight time. 
The next day Boutwell discussed 
the possibility of feting a grie- 
vence for overtime with the em- 
ployees. This discussion took 
place during working time and 
Boutwell was laid off for solicit- 
ing grievence during working 
hours. 

Mr. Eadie terms this a harsh 
union. The final complaint was 
disciplinary measure but says 
the union grievance procedure 
was not used and recommend- 
ed dismissal of the complaint. 

Alleged Lockout in May 1946 

In April of last year the com- 
pany adopted a no-smoking rule 
after a fire had damaged the 
plant. Shortly after the rule 
went into effect Winfred Rob- 


bins was disciplined for its vio-- 


lation. Ben Logan instructed 
James Nevels to blow the plant 
whistle and stop the work. The 
employees then walked out of 
the plant in protest of the dis- 
ciplinary action, The next day 
they offered to return to work. 
The company considered the 
walkout an act of defiance and 
countered by laying off all em- 
ployees for the remainder of the 
week, 

Mr. Eadie says the union had 
ample coverage in their con- 
tract to take care of such occa- 
sions but at the time did not see 
fit to exercise their rights and 
recommends dismissal of the 
complaint. _ 

Alleged Lockout in Nov. 1946 

On November 19, 1946 the un- 
ion called two strike votes be- 
cause of unsettled grievances. 
The night shift voted to strike 
but a later vote of all employees 
went against a strike. The night 
shift reported to work too late 
and were told there would be 


no work since they weren’t there | 


at the proper time but the plant 
would be open the next morn- 
ing, where upon the sight shift 
struck and set up picket lines. 
The union remained on _ strike

Law Clarified

James E. Folsom last week said 
that drivers are in no danger of 
ete their drivers’ license if 
they do not take out automobile 
insurance. a 

The new Motor Vehicle Res- 
ponsibility Law which went into 
effect two weeks ago was de- 
signed primarily, the governor 
said, ‘to protect the public from 
reckless and drunken drivers’. 

The governor added, ‘the bill 
does not provide that motorists 
who cannot provide up to $10,- 
|o00 financial responsibility will 
‘have their drivers license revok- 
‘ed as is being put out by some 
insurance agents.’ 

Brooks Glass, Director of the 
Department of Commerce stated 
|‘if insurance agents continue to 
‘mislead the public on this mea- 
sure, it will become necessary to 
revoke their licenses to operate.’ 
/Brooks stated that a few un- 
‘scrupulous agents are capitaliz- 
ing on the public’s lack of 
knowledge of the true facts.’ 

Brooks said the meaning of 
the new law was simply this: 
In case of a traffic conviction, 
|judgment, or forfeiture of bail 
\in any case which now requires 
the suspension or revocation of 
license, that then the license 
isvalt be permanently cancelled 
unless the violator can thereaf- 
ter show proof of financial re- 
sponsibility. This responsibility 
can then be obtained by buying 
insurance.’

Farmers in southeastern Ala- 
bama may obtain yields ol cov- 
ton irom home-grown nitrogen 
by planting and turning under 
good crops of blue lupine than 
from store-bought 
commercial nitrogen, used at 
the usual rates, 

This conclusion is based on 
four years results from an ex- 
periment at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station near Headland. In this 
test were compared the effects 
on cotton yields from lupine 
turned under and from commer- 
cial nitrogen. 

Cotton following lupine turn- 
ed under produced 636 more 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
than cotton fertilized with 300 
pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda, J. P. Wilson, substation 
superintendent, said in summa- 
rizing the four years results. 

The experiment included 
three plots, each of which was 
fertilized with 600 pounds per 
acre of an 0-8-8, On one plot, 
no nitrogen was applied; on a 
second plot, 300 pounds per acre 
of nitrate of soda was added, 
and on the third plot, no nitro- 
gen was applied but the cotton 
followed a crop of lupine turn- 
ed under. The average yield of 
seed cotton per acre for the 
four years, 1943-46, was: 351 
pounds from the plot getting no 
nitrogen; 994 pounds from the 
plot getting nitrate of soda; and 
1,630 pounds from the plot on 
cotton followed a 
crop of lupine. 

With cotton at 30 cents a 
pound, the lint value of the cot- 
ton following lupine would be a- 
bout $66 more per acre than 
that getting commercial nitro- 
gen; at 20 cents a pound, this 
difference would be $44; and at 
10 cents, it would amount to $22 

The lupine was planted at 
the rate of 100 pounds of seed 
per acre immediately after the 
cotton was picked. Out-of- 
pocket cost for seeding at this 
rate last fall was $6.50 per acre 
whereas the 300-pound applica- 
tion of nitrate of soda this spr- 
acre, Wilo.

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House Kills Bill For 


Constitutional 
Convention 


Montgomery — Voting 60 to 


‘120. to indefinitely postpone the 


measure, the house virtually kil- 
led a resolution of Rep. E. L, 
Roberts of Gadsden which call- 
ed for a convention to rewrite 
the state constitution. The pro- 
posal was in effect a reappor- 
tionment bill, designed to shift 
the present legislative represen- 
tation in the legislature. 

The house also voted down by 
49 to 34 a bill sponsored by Rep, 
J. J. Benford :of Albertville 


which would give each of the 67 
counties a senator. Arguing for 
the measure, Rep. W. A. Burnett 
of Lauderdale told the House 
members that Alabama one day 
is going to have a constitutional 
convention and in a way you 
don’t want it, The lid’s going to 
blow off, he said. 

By a vote of 73 to 5 the house 
increased the age at which a 
person can obtain a driver’s li- 
cense from 15 to 16 years. 

The senate spent most of the 
week hearing the journal read 
in aneffort to curtail action on 
the tractor gasoline tax refund 
bill and on the $40,000,000 high- 
way bond issue. Wednesday the 
upper chamber met until mid- 
night, but even then failed to 
iron out a solution on the trac- 
tor controversy. 

The Senate was bogged down 
by the reading of the journal 
which was demanded by those 
seek to delay a vote on the trac- 
tor gas refund bill. After pass 
ing an entire day of nothing but 
reading the journal, Sen. Paul 
Hooten of Randolph said the 
senators ‘should stop spending 
the public’s money and go home 
if they don’t intend to 
work,’ and added that the ‘Sen- 
ate has accomplished exactly 
nothing ‘here today.’ Advocates 
of the bill stated they had am- 


ple votes to pass thé bill if it 
ever got to the floor for a vote. 
‘ Other groups in the senate 
favored the reading of the jour- 
nal to delay action of the re- 
apportionment bill and the $40,- 
000,000 bond issue for highways. 

The house approved by 69 to 
14 a constitutional amendment 
authorizing the legislature to 
call itself into special session 
upon written approval of three- 
fifths of its membership. The 
amendment was passed earlier 
in the week by the senate and 
now goes to the voters for their 
approval. The governor has no 
veto power over it, since it is a 
constitutional amendment and 
only the people can decide its 
fate. 

The house also voted the State 
Highway Patrol the right to 
spend $300,000 from its receipts 
over and above the $1,100,000 
included in the general appro- 
priation bill passed earlier in 
the session. 


Soil Conservation

He practices what he preaches 
is one of the many reasons why 
D. H. James, Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors of the Wire 
grass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict is a leader in the soil con- 
servation movement in Coffee 
County. Farming is not his chief 
business, and the actual work is 
done by tenants, but.-Mr. James 
spends enough time on the 
farm to see it is kept productive 
and free from erosion. 

When Mr. James talks to a 
farmer friend about kudzu, seri- 
cea, pine trees, pasture, blue lu- 
pine, and canes for fishing poles 
he is often relating his own ex- 
periences. Cover crops such as 
oats and lupine have become a 
habit on his farm, and lupine 
seed for planting 30 acres are 
already in the barn awaiting 
peanut digging. 

Kudzu, sericea, and pine trees 
have tied down the steep land, 
and the kudzu and sericea are 
being used for suplemental gra- 
zing. Branch bottoms are | still 
being cleared for pasture, and 
mowing pastures to control the 
weeds is a must on Mr. James 
farm. 

While he maintains that 
farming is a gamble, Mr. James 


will also tell you that diversifi- | 


cation and good soil conserva- 
tion practices, such as- he- is 
using on his farm, will go a 
long way in lessening the odds 
in favor of the farmer.

The stock of books was small 
and the inconvenience of hav- 
ing it in a private home was 
great but the idea of having a 
library was growing.

In March, 1937, the City of El- 
ba bought a bankrupt stock of 


‘books in Montgomery. The City 


and the Study Club then com- 
bined their stocks of books and 
the city granted the library a 
space in the City Hall. The City 
also made an appropriation to- 
ward the financing of the lib- 
rary. The Study Club continued 
to manage the library, hired a - 


\librarian and raised money to 


COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE ; 


defray the remainder of the li- 
brarian’s salary and other ‘ex- 
penses. 

On December 13, 1939, a WPA 
Project was secured by the lib- 
rary. However, this project was 
discontinued in April, 1943, and 
the library has been financed 
entirely by the Clubs, indivi- 
duals and the City. 

Under the new set-up the lib- 
rary continued to grow and ser- 
ve an ever increasing number of 
patrons. The club put on an an- 
nual Halloween Carnival to 
raise more money and until the 
present time has _ furnished 
money on which the library has 
operated. 

The Elba Library has won the 
distinction of being awarded the 
Thomas M. Owen Loving Cup of 
the Sixth District of Federated 
Clubs on two occasions for its 
outstanding work in Library Ex- 
tension Service. 

The library now has some 4,- 
000 volumes at the disposal of 
all persons in this territory and 
last year loaned books to more 
than 1200 people. This service is 
a valuable one, and Elba should 
well be proud of its library.

Air Force Builds 
‘Boy Town’ In 
Germany 


Only a few weeks ago the Uni- 
ted States Air Force rounded up 
30 of the toughest youngsters it 
could find in the hard-boiled 
railroad sections of Southeast- 
ern Germany and put them up 
in a replica of Father Flana- 
gan’s famous Boys’ Town. 

Now the community is des- 
eribed as tractable and produc- 
tive and plans are being made 
to increase the population to 
150. The air force took up the 
job of rehabilitating the boys, 
most of whom have lost their 
parents, when the Bavarian go- 
vernment assigned to it a pink 
stucco mansion near Munich. It 
had been the residence of a 
prominent nazi, but the nazi 
had thrown himself from a 
train after arrest by the allies. 

The boys live on the lawn in 
tents, and in many other ways 
follow a pattern of living based 
on that of the army. Only four 
of the boys who were picked up 
in a state of malnutrition so 
bad that they needed special 
care, are assigned to the Bava: 
rian mansion. 

Noted for their profanity, de- 
ceit, thievery, and amazing ta- 
lent for eluding police, the 
youngsters used to make their 
living doing odd jobs and work- 
ing the black market. Now they 
have their own city government 
with a mayor so conscientious 
and strict that an attempt has 
been made to impeach him. His 
defense, though, was so strong 
and eloquent that he was per-

conditions caused in part by the 
strike and recommended dis- 

missal of the complaint. 

Interference, Restraint and 

Coercion 

Mr. Eadie gave credit to the 
highly controversial testimony 
concerning the beating of James 
P. Harden. He states the assault 
on Harden constitutes interfer- 
ence, restraint and coercion and 
that such conduct interfered 
with the employees rights. He 
recommended that the company 
cease such practice. 

Failure to Reinstate Nevels, 
Logan and Boutwell 
When the plant opened on 
January 6, 1947, the company 
refused to recall Nevels, Logan, 
and Boutwell. These three em- 
ployees attempted to file griev- 
ances to get back their positions 
but the company rejected the 
grievances on the ground that 
the union had broke the con- 
tract and that it no longer ex- 

isted. 

Mr. Eadie agreed that the 
Strike was a breach of contract 
but pginted out that both the 
unisiu and the company had 
broken the contract on former 
occasions but believes that the 
breach of contract is immater- 
jal to the issue and that the 
company by its refusal to rein- 
an unfair labor practice. 

Mr. Eadie also recommended 
state the employees committed 
that the company offer Nevels 
Logan and Boutwell immediate 
and full reinstatement to 
their former positions and com- 
pensate them the difference be- 
tween what they’ would have 
gotten had they worked at the 
company and what they have 
actually made. 

Discharge of John Henry 
Stephens 

Stephens was discharged for 
soliciting employees to pay their 
union dues during his working 
hours. Mr. Eadie finds that the 
company discharged Stephens 
not because of his union mem- 
bership but for just cause. 
Failure to Recognize and Bar- 
gain Collectively since November 

22, 1946 

Mr. Eadie points out that 
there is much uncertainty as to 
whether the union represented 
a majority of the employees. 
The suspension of Reynolds as 
president of the union indicates 
dissention and defection in the 
union ranks. The vote at the 
meeting on Noy. 19 when the 
union voted not to strike shows 
that all members were not in 
accord and the back-to work 
vote further emphasizes this 
fact. Since the board could not 
produce evidence that the union 
was the duly designated repre- 
sentative of a majority of the 
people, Mr. Eadie saw no neces- 
sity of passing on this complaint 
and recommended its dismissal. 

This recommendation is not 
final. If it is not acceptable to 
both the union and the com- 
pany either can file his appeal 
and it will be taken up by a 
five-man board of the NLRB. 
Whether either the union or the 
company will accept it as it is 
could not be determined as yet.

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STATE EMPLOYEES 
GET $10 RAISE 


Montgomery — Along with o- 
ther increases for state employ- 
ees, Gov. Folsom Thursday ap- 
proved a $10 monthly cost-of- 
|living pay hike for all workers 
making less than $200 per mon- 
th. The effective date is Octo- 
ber 1. 

Also approved by the chief 
‘executive was the recommenda- 
‘tion from the State Personnel 
Board which called for a gener- 
al 10 per cent increase in the 
maximum salary ranges on most 
job classifications. However, nu- 
merous minimum salaries were 
hiked on positions which the 
state has had difficulty in fill- 
ing. 

The general 10 per cent hike 
on maximum rates does _ not 
mean that everyone will auto- 
matically get a salary raise. The 
ruling sent down by the Person- 
nel Board said, ‘It is the Board’s 
ruling that this increase shall 
be paid by all departments to 
all full-time employees working 
at a monthly rate of pay, unless 
the salary budget of the depart- 
ment does not contain sufficient 
funds to stand the increase.’ 

The slim budgets of several 
departments are such that they 
cannot allow any pay increase 
unless the legislature sees fit to 
provide more money.
